1 . The original patent, or a statement as to loss or inaccessibility of the 
original patent, must be received before this reissue application can be allowed.

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Koji 
JP Publication Number 02274757. 

The abstract of the cited prior art discloses a polyester resin composition, its 
preparation, and use for producing a stretched bottle excellent in transparency, heat 
resistance, and gas barrier properties, by compounding PET and PEN in specific ratios 
such that the final composition has component ratios as claimed. The cited prior art 
does not disclose a film, however, it is the Examiner's position that the claimed 
stretched film useful for making a transparent container having the claimed refractive 
index would have been obvious over the prior art disclosure of a resin composition 
which is used in making a stretched, transparent container as claimed, since the film is 
derived from a resin composition such as disclosed by the prior art. In other words, the 
use of the resin to make a stretched film useful in making a stretched, transparent 
container would have been well within the limits of the ordinary practitioner. 
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3. The reissue oath/declaration filed with this application is defective 
because it fails to identify at least one specific error and the reasons for the error which 
is relied upon to support the reissue application. See 37 CFR 1.175(a)(1) and MPEP § 
1414 II. 

4. Claims 1-21 are rejected as being based upon a defective reissue 
oath/declaration under 35 U.S.C. 251 as set forth above. See 37 CFR 1.175. 

The nature of the defect(s) in the oath/declaration is set forth in the discussion 
above in this Office action. Also Applicants have not properly incorporated the changes 
made by the Certificate of Corrections in the reissue application.
